_ OF KEROSENE OIL INTO ORINA, 


Joint Memorial by tho ‘Viceroy, of the’ Two 
Kwang. and the Governor of Canton aotting 
forth the fatal hurtfuluess of kerosono oil and 
praying that its importation, may be prohibited. 

We respeotfally submit a report made to us- 
by the Pinghai Magistrate. Chang Wén-teung, 
that on the 18th of the Sth moor 4 kerosone 
lamp barsting in an upstoiee room in the. Yang- - 
shOug paper shop on the Yany-ho-koang street. 
Swatow, the. conflagration spread to the neigh 
bouring houses, aud although tho local official 
Deputy-Magiatrate, Shih Kan, way promptly on 
the spot with the’ soldiers “pader his command, 
they were anable to put it out till the next day, 
owing to the high wind prevailing at the time 
and the fact that kerosone was. stored in all the 
shops in the neighbourhood, “over 400 familios 
great and small, being burnt
